Daoatur Clubs Walk Off with the 


Honors as Usual 


4,OOO Men In Line—Sangamon Demo- 


crats Sick. 


The Republican demonstration at Springfield 


Saturday night was a monster political gath- 
ering, and In point of numters and enthusi- 
asm, double-discounted that (?.ven by the 
Democrats on the 17th. Then there were 2200 
men in line. Saturday night there were at 
least 4,500 in tho procession which marched on 
tie clean paved streets lour to five miles, 
beaded by young men on bicycles, carriages 
containing Senator Cullom, Col. Donan, Secre- 
tary Dement and other distinguished gentle- 
men. 
There were 21 bands and 19 drum corps 


In line, and with the cheering there was plenty 
of noise and enthusiasm to make the demo- 
crats sioi. Alocg the line of march hundreds 
of residences and lawns -were beautifully Illu- 
minated, particularly those of Senator Cullom, 
Bluford Wilson, Mr. Ordway, Jacob Bunn, 
Mr. Tracy, residences along Capitol avenue, 
John Black, Mr. Klmber, and about the square. 
Tbe Pulace hotel, A. Nebinger'9 store and 
other stores in great numbers were nicely illu- 
minated. Mrs. Shepherd's boarding house bad 
out a transparency reading: "55 votes for 
Elaine; 1 for Cleveland." Along the route the 
Decatur Escort Club gave three cheers lor the 
strikingly teautiful 
decorations, and the 


ladies from the piazzas and boulevards waved 
their handkerchiefs in acknowledgment. 


Decatur sent down a special train carrying 


550 people, accompanied by Goodman's band" 
the Escort drum corps, the Elaine and Logan 
giee club and the colored drum corps. There 
were 137 members of the Escort Club in uni- 
form, over 100 of the Old Guard and K of the 
colored club, with many others from Decatur, 
Harrlstoivn and Niantic, Boody, Oakley, Long 
Creek and other points in the county, who 
ronrche! In the procession, making a showing 
of 400. On arriving at Springfield Major Tounit 
commanded the battalion which waited on 
Washington street for the procession to pass 
on Sixth street, so it could fall into tie 8th 
corps, the Capital City Bepubllcan Club taking 
the lead. While waiting for the word to move, 
the Escort Club was subjected to outrageous 
inaults by a drunken crowd ol Springfield 
democrats who blocked the pavement in front 
of Quinn'a saloon. The hoodlum gang shook 
their fists at the Decatur battalion and howled 
at them In a threatening manner for fully half 
an hour; but fortunately the Decatur boys 
kept their tempers and let the drunken mob 
howl until they got tired. The democratic 
policemen kept away until about the time the 
battalion moved off, and the fellow who ran 
out from the sidewalk with a pistol in his hand 
was arrested and walked off around the cor- 
ner and permitted to go home. This incident 
was the only thing that marred the pleasure 
of the trip. 


Compliments without number were showered

"Hurrah for Decatur 1" The ladles would call 
to each other at different points; "Here come 
the daisies I" and then frantically wave their 
handkerchiefs. Goodman's band and tbe Es- 
cort drum corps came in for their share of 
commendation. The Glee Club was converted 
into a martial band and marched at the bead 
of the Old Guards. 


After the parade Goodman's band gave the 


State Journal office a flne serenade, and at 13 
o'clock the spec'al train left the city for the 
return trip, which was made without accident, 
arriving here at a few minutes past 1'clock.

SUDDEN DEATH OF COL. WOODS. 


Found Dead In His Boom at the 
Hotel Brunswick.

"God's Finger Touched him and be Slept." 
Col. George H, Woods, member of the 


grain commission firm of W. T, Roberts 
& Co., was found dead in bis room at the 
Hotel Brunswick, this morning, by his 
son, Frinoe Woods, who slept through 
the night, and on awakening discovered 
bis father near tbe wash stand cold and 
dead. It is known that Col. Woods was 
in hie usual good health and lively spirits 
at tea time last evening. He retired at 
the usual hour last night and disrobed 
without waking bis son, It appearsjhat 
he went to the wash stand and stooped, 
dying in that position. He was found 
with his forehead resting against the 
marble top of the stand, and evidently 
died of apoplexy or heart disease. The 
many friends of the Colonel were startled 
and saddened by the discovery, for he ap- 
peared to enjoy perfect health. He was 
at his office yesterday attending to busi- 
ness as usual. 


The body was removed to the office of 


Coroner Bendure, who called in Dr. Oass 
Ohenoweth to examine it to determine 
the cause of the death. It is the doctor's 
opinion that the death resulted from apo- 
plexy and the bursting of a small blood 
vessel. 
An inquest will be held this 


afternoon, and the body will be taken to 
Salem, Mass., for burial. 


Col. Woods leaves a widow and two 


sons, Prof. Woods, of the Illinois Univer- 
sity at Champaign, and Prince Woods, 
aged 17. Mrs. Woods, who resides at Sa- 
lem, Mass., ia the author of several valu- 
able works. 


Col. Woods came to Decatnr in Sep- 


tember, 1881. Although he had not lived 
here very long yet he was recognized by 
our best citizens as a gentleman of supe- 
rior character. He was burn at Salem, 
Mass., in 1824, and received a thorough 
collegiate education. He was admitted 
to the bar at Boston in 1854, and began 
the practice of his profession in St, Paul, 
Minn. After a few years he became a 
member of the extensive lumber and con- 
tracting firm of Nathan Woods, at Min- 
neapolis. At the breaking out of the war 
he enlisted a regiment of Minnesota vol- 
unteers and entered the eervioe, where he 
distinguished himself and was promoted 
to chief of staff of Gen. Hooker, and 
afterwards to the staff of Gen. PhiL 
Sheridan, where he served until the war 
ended. CoL Woods was a generous, in- 
telligent and honorable Christian gentle- 
man.and the community sustains; a severe 
loss by his death.

The man with the check 
pretended to be in a great hurry and said 
Mr, Brenneman wanted the money to 
make change. He would like to have it 
in 35 and 810 bills if possible. Mr. 
Brooks paid over the money, and the 
stranger left the bank and soon afterward 
disappeared in the direction of Elm Grove 
farm, The check, which has proved to 
be a rank forgery, was sent to the Deca- 
tnr National Bank yesterday morning, 
but it was not closely examined until four 
o'clock last evening, when J. A. Mem- 
weather, one of the book-keepers, pro- 
ceeded to charge up the checks received 
during the day. At the first glance Jack 
saw the Macon check was a forgery, and 
Mr. Brenneman was called in to examine 
it. He pronounced it a forgery, and Mr. 
Bright ab once telephoned B, H. Wood- 
cock at Macon to that effect. Naturally 
the startling information created a deci- 
ded sensation in the Macon bank, and 
steps were at once taken to investigate 
the matter. Mr. Brooks, who paid over 
the money, can give only an imperfect 
description ot the slick stranger who told 
the plausible story in his hurry and got 
away with the money. It is not likely 
that he will ever be caught, as he doubt- 
less walked to some station below Macon 
and left for parts unknown on the first 
train, 'Efforts are being made by the 
Macon parties to capture the fellow. 


The check was returned to the Macon 


bank to-day. It was drawn in favor of 
one John Williams, a farmer who lives 
east of Macon, but that gentleman did not 
get the money, neither does he know any- 
thing ot the forgery. The forger simply 
put Williams' name on the check to hood- 
wink the banker.

Another distreeting accident occurred 


in the WubsBh jard last eight, resulting 
in the death of Samuel Lyons', who was 
the owner of nearly 600 acres of land near 
Newman in Douglas county.

ton 0. Ames, of Mat toon, where be bought 
643 head of sheep. He ariivcd in Deca- 
tur last night with the sheep on a freight 
train which stopped on the middle Irnck 
between the Union depot and Jasper 
street. Mr. Lyons and Mr. Ames then 
left the caboose and walked to the Goger- 
ty restaurant on Jasper street, where they 
got a luncb. They returned west .toward 
the caboose, on the south or mam tract. 
The midnight passenger tram had left 
the Union depot and was coming east, 
making a loud noise. Lyons and Amea 
got off the main track to get out of the 
wav, and naturally enough both were 
gazing at the passing train. The switch 
engine had been at work switching cars 
from the 
stock train, snd 
without 


realizing his danger, Mr. Lyons got on 
the middle track, and in the noiso and 
confusion he was struck by a section of 
the freight tram which backed up against 
him. knocking him down, the wheels 
crushing his body above the hips, killing 
him instantly. Ames was standing be- 
tween the tracks out ot danger at the 
time. He called to Lyons to get oIF the 
track, but the cry came too late. Coroner 
Bendure removed the body to his office, 
where the inquest will be held at 4 o clock 
this evening.

The unfortunate was aged about 40 


yearp, and was a powerful man.tall and well 
built. He leaves a family of children. 
His brother, William Lyons, resides at 
Hume Station. He telegraphed to J. P. 
Smallwood this morning to have the body 
placed in a fine coffin and forwarded to 
Newman. The sheep were on their way 
to Homer to be taken to the Lyons farm. 
The deceased had about 8140 in cash on 
bis person. 


DEATH OF JOHN M'COT. 


The particulars of the accident which 


betel John McCoy in the Wabash yard 
yesterday morning, were published m 
these columns last evening. He died at 
4:30 o'clock yesterday afternoon, tnns 
ending his suffering. The funeral will 
take place from the Catholic church Son- 
day afternoon. It was a locomotive that 
knocked him down and crushed bis legs 
above the knee. The old man decided to 
quit working for the Wabwh, and had 
siven notice that he would stop the 1st or 
October. He had been in good circum- 
stances for many years, and there was 
really no necessity for him to labor ai ne 
did.

The Dawson Damage Cose. 


The trial of the case of Mrs. Alice M. 


Dawson against the I. C. R R. company 
was commenced in the circuit court yes- 
terday, tor damages which she has sus- 
tained by reason of the killing of her 
husband, who was engineer on the P., V. 
& E. road, about two years and a halt 
BBO, at the junction two miles south ot 
Decatur. It will probably be remembered 
that the trains were properly dispatched 
and Ithat the accident was dne to the fact, 
as the plaintiff claims that an Illinois 
Central freight train coming from the 
south was running at such speed that it 
could not be stopped until it had passed 
the junction near Deoatur. A P. D. and 
E. freight, of which Mr. Dewson was 
engineer, who was then running his tram 
south at a high rate of speed in order to 
make a heavy grade as was their custom 
to do, collided with the train on the I. O. 
track, and in the accident Engineer Daw- 
Bon was killed. The I. C. railway, com- 
pany claim that they are not liable in trie 
case, but that the P. D. and E. road was 
auilty of negligence, The damage claim- 
ed by the plaintiff is 85,000. Attorneys 
M. W. Mathews and F. M. Wright, of this 
city, are representing the plaintiff, and 
Col, J. S. Wolfe, of Champaign .and E 
P. Vail, of the law firm of Outten & VaiJ, 
of Decatar, the defendants. 
The jury 


brought in a verdict against the plainmi.

Oleveiand's Strength In New TTbrk. 


That boasted majority of 192,854 


which Grover Cleveland obtained it 
1882 for Governor of New York over 
Judge Folger, the Bepublican candi- 
date, was the controlling agency in, 
bringing about his nomination by 
the Democracy for President. What, 
really, was there in that election to 
produce such an effect? Cleveland's 
entire vote, which is claimed to have 
included not less than 100,000 Be- 
pnblicans, 535,318. Take from this 
the Bepublican vote and it leaves 
Cleveland 435,318 votes cast by 
Democrats. It shows also that 90,- 
193 Democrats of the 534,511 who 
voted for Hancock in 1880 did not 
vote for Cleveland for Governor in 
1882. 
In 18SO the vote of Garfield 


in New York state was 555,544. 
Judge .folger's vote for Governor 
was 342,464—showing that 213,080 
voters who had voted for Garfield 
either stayed at home or voted for 
Cleveland. As above stated 100,000 
of these are claimed to have so voted, 
leaving 118,080 stay-at home Re- 
publicans. From this it would ap- 
pear that there were 99,193 Demo- 
crats and 113,080 Bepublicans who 
did not vote at the election for Gov- 
ernor in 1882.

THE PUBLIC SCHOOL. 


If temperance inBtrnction were 


properly given in every Christian 
home and by every Christian church 
there would still be a wild field un- 
occupied, for there are many espec- 
ially among our foreign population 
who never enter a Christian church. 
The state must reach out its arias 
and gather up these little waifs and 
so infuse new life into them that they 
may become good citizens. No sys- 
tem of charity has ever been devised 
that waa broad enough to cover all 
classes. Then the state should sup- 
plement the teachings of home and 
Sabbath school by a system of wise 
instruction through the work. 


There are 141,500 public schools 


in onr land costing us annually 
896,000,000. To these schools the 
morning bells call over 7,000,000 
children. These schools are the bul- 
wark of our nation. On the princi- 
ples and morals there inculcated the 
stability of our nation depends. Cul- 
ture of the mind alone will not make 
a nation great since intellect is a 
power that may be applied to good 
or evil purposes. The culture of the 
moral nature is as essential as that 
of the mind. It is the duty of the 
state to keep up the character of its 
citizens; if we do not do this onr 
experiment of self-government will 
be a failure. 
As Mrs. Hunt says, 


"Whatever Ohio wants to appear in 
the character of her citizens it should 
weave into the public schools." It 
is the promise of the public schools 
to give jnet such instruction as shall 
beet fit onr youth for the work 
of 
life before them 
and 
since 


temperance 
as 
well as intelli- 


gence is essential to good citi- 
zenship the state has a right to see 
that it is taught in all schools smp- 
ported by public funds. 
We pay 


taxes freely to support these schools 
because we believe education in- 
creases the value of the child to the 
nation. We have a right to demand 
an equivalent and not an army of 
boys sent out yearly who have not 
learned the first principles of self- 
government, not learned their duties 
as citizens of a free republic whose 
foundations are intelligence and vir- 
tue, not learned anything of the great 
temptations before them or bow to 
meet them, not learned that duty to 
God and man requires them to make 
of themselves all that is possible un- 
der the conditions in which they are 
placed.
